Cables. If possible, opt for HDMI to connect your devices. It's the only type of 
cable that carries both high-def video and uncompressed multi-channel audio 
without signal degradation. 

TV wall mount. To reclaim floor space and give your home theater a sleek, 
modern look, pair your HDTV with a wall mount. 

Furniture. Cinematic seating provides high-class comfort, while storage solutions such 
as stands, shelves, and towers keep your media and components organized with style. 
Wireless N router. In order to enjoy Web content provided by smart home theater 
devices, you need a Wireless N router. 

Surge protector/power conditioner. Protect your devices against power surges 
and prevent "dirty" power from lowering your A/V quality. 
Universal remote. Use one remote to control all of your devices, program special 
functions, and view options on an LCD.

LCD TVs 

LCDs are similar to computer 
screens, but they're bigger and 
easier to view from an angle. 
Traditional LCD TVs get their light 
from CCFLs (cold cathode fluores- 
cent lamps).

LED TVs 

An LED (light-emitting diode) TV is 
actually a type of LCD TV. Instead of 
a CCFL backlight, however, its light 
comes from a panel of LEDs (full- 
array or full-matrix) or rows of LEDs 
around the screen (edge-lit). 

• Very bright, but use a lot less 
electricity than other HDTVs 

• Thinner design with high contrast 
ratio (rich, detailed dark colors) 

• Best for eco-conscious viewers

To create images that are colorful, 
vibrant, and clear, plasma TVs elec- 
trically charge small cells that con- 
tain ionized gas.

Use A Tuner 

To discreetly incorporate satel- 
lite radio into your home theater, 
you can use an A/V receiver that's 
compatible with a satellite radio 
tuner (sold separately). Many 
tuners connect directly to the back 
of the A/V receiver, so you won't 
see another device added among 
your existing HT components. 
Depending on the A/V receiver, 
you might be able to control your 
satellite radio programming with 
the A/V receiver's remote. 



Dock Your Radio 

If you already own a portable satel- 
lite radio receiver, you can purchase 
a home kit. This connects your 
portable satellite radio to your A/V 
receiver. Although this configuration 
is less subtle, it's generally quick and 
easy to install. If you have more than 
one type of satellite radio receiver, 
you can add a universal docking 
home kit to your home theater. 
Alternatively, for those without a sur- 
round-sound setup, most docks can 
also connect to stereo speakers. 



Connect Via Cable 

Portable satellite radio owners can 
also use an analog stereo cable to 
bring favorite programming into their 
home theaters. This is a simple setup, 
as you only need to connect your 
device to your A/V receiver's AUX 
input. This method does add another 
cable to your home theater, how- 
ever, and you won't be able to use a 
remote to make selections. Instead, 
you'll need to control your listening 
experience using your portable satel- 
lite radio device's interface. 
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Flood Your Home Theater With 

Immersive Audio 

A big HDTV screen is only part of a home theater experience. Without a quality sound system, you're missing a significant piece 
of the entertainment puzzle. Read on to learn why you can't rely on an HDTV's speakers, and why an audio add-on is a must. 




Hear The Dialogue 

A home theater sound system isn't 
just a nice thing to have — it actually 
has a practical purpose. A surround- 
sound system, such as a 5.1 -channel 
setup, has a center speaker solely 
dedicated to making dialogue easier 
to understand. 

In contrast, when you play a surround- 
sound movie over your HDTV's two 
speakers (left and right), the music and 
sound effects often drown out the lines 
the actors are saying. 



Get Cinematic Sound 

The side and rear speakers in a 
movie theater seem to put you right 
in the middle of the film. As race 
cars zoom by or a gladiator steps out 
into the Colosseum, you hear the 
roar of the crowd all around you. 
If you're currently relying on your 
HDTV's built-in speakers, head to an 
electronics store for a demonstration 
of a 5.1 - or 7.1 -channel surround 
sound system. It envelops you in 
audio like a movie theater — just as 
the director intended. 



Turn A Small Space Into 
A Screening Room 

Even if your TV room doesn't lend 
itself to a multi-speaker system, you 
can still maximize your home the- 
ater audio. A soundbar is a long unit 
packed with various speakers. Put it 
under your HDTV screen, and it will 
use wall reflections and other means 
to make it sound like you really have 
surround speakers mounted around 
the room. Paired with a subwoofer 
for bass, a soundbar can convince 
your ears that you're at the movies.

A receiver sends amplified sound to 
your speakers. It also acts as a switch 
to determine which A/V device's 
video appears on your TV. Some re- 
ceivers support items such as: 

• An MP3 player dock 

• A satellite radio tuner 

• Wireless speakers or subwoofer 

• 3D Blu-ray players and HDTVs 



Connect & Mount It 

Once you've picked out the speakers 
and receiver you want, don't forget 
the parts that make them all work 
together in your home theater. 

• Speaker wire to connect the re- 
ceiver to each non-wireless speaker 

• HDMI cables to connect the re-

Your HDTV will be more enjoyable with surround sound, but you're not so sure that you or your home theater are up for a com- 
plex installation. A soundbar, which is a single speaker unit that simulates multichannel sound, may be the answer.

You'll Be Hearing Things 

A soundbar looks like an unusually 
long speaker unit. It's intended to 
lie horizontally just below or above 
your HDTV screen. Inside a soundbar 
cabinet is an array of left, right, and 
sometimes center speakers. Using 
techniques such as reflecting off your 
walls, a soundbar can vividly simulate 
surround sound. In fact, in most cases, 
it can fool your ears into "hearing" 
side and rear speakers that aren't there. 
Many soundbars come with a wired or 
wireless subwoofer for deep bass. 



Zero-Hassle Setup 

It's really easy to install a soundbar, 
especially when you compare it to a 
traditional, multi-speaker surround- 
sound system. Connect one or two 
cables, and you're done. Because a 
soundbar doesn't require rear or side 
speakers, you won't need to string 
speaker wires across your room, 
tuck them under your baseboards, or 
route them through your walls. And 
speaking of your walls, you won't 
need to drill holes around the room 
to mount multiple speakers. 



Make Any Room An HT 

Some rooms just aren't good can- 
didates for a traditional surround- 
sound setup, which works best when 
you place its four or six satellite 
speakers the same distance from 
your seat. If your home theater is ir- 
regularly shaped, or if there's a stair- 
case behind your sofa, it could be 
difficult to mount surround speakers 
for optimal audio. A soundbar 
doesn't have this disadvantage — it 
can simulate multichannel audio 
convincingly in most types of rooms.

Unleash Your Video 

A wireless video (and audio) system 
lets you play content on one device, 
but watch (and hear) it on another. 
It's cable-free, so it will be easy to 
link devices that would be hard to 
wire together. A pair of wireless 
HD adapters can send high-res con- 
tent from a video source, such as a 
Blu-ray player, to multiple TVs or a 
ceiling-mounted digital projector. 
Likewise, a laptop with Intel Wireless 
Display technology can transmit HD 
video to your TV using an adapter. 



Broadcast Your Audio 

Whole-house audio means that no 
matter where you are in your home 
or yard, you can listen to the music, 
audiobook, sportscast, or other con- 
tent you want to hear. For example, 
with a wireless audio technology such 
as Rocketboost, which is built into 
select HT audio components, you can 
rock your patio barbecue party with 
a compatible portable speaker. In the 
same way, some mobile devices can 
use Bluetooth to send audio to an AN 
receiver or a set of headphones. 



Fire Up Your Wi-Fi 

A wireless router brings the audio 
and video content of the Internet to 
your Wi-Fi capable HDTV, receiver, 
Blu-ray player, or game console. 
Online AV sources include movie 
streaming services (buy an 802.1 1 n 
router for HD support), Internet radio 
stations, and video sharing sites. A 
router also connects your networked 
devices to each other, so you can 
stream video from your computer 
to your TV, or audio from a shared 
storage drive to your AN receiver.

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Digital vs. Analog 

• Cables that can transmit a digital 
signal, such as HDMI (audio and 
video), digital optical (audio), and 
digital coaxial (audio), deliver better 
results than analog cables, such as 
component video, composite video, 
and stereo audio cables. 

• When using analog cables, home 
theater devices must convert sig- 
nals from digital to analog and 
back.

It's a myth that a 
camera with a high number of megapixels, such as 14MP, automatically takes better pictures than one with 12MP, 5MP, and so on. 
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The Megapixel Count 
Isn't Important 

A camera with more megapixels 
means you can take photos with 
higher resolutions and technically 
clearer detail. This is useful if you 
plan to enlarge your shots into 
posters. And yet, a high megapixel 
rating doesn't necessarily mean 
that a camera takes better-looking 
photos. Instead, great photos de- 
pend on the quality of the cam- 
era's lenses and the image sensor 
behind them. 



It's Image Sensor Size 
That Matters Most 

With all else being equal, a camera 
with a physically larger image sensor — 
also called a CMOS (complementary 
metal-oxide semiconductor) or CCD 
(charge-coupled device) — is likely to 
capture images of higher quality. More 
physical space allows the image sen- 
sor's photoreceptor sites to be bigger, 
so each can receive more light. A MP 
rating only indicates the approximate 
number of photoreceptors on an image 
sensor, not their physical size. 



How To Find A Better 
Image Sensor 

Speaking very generally, a camera 
with a large-diameter lens is more 
likely to have a big image sensor and 
photoreceptors. Also look for: 

• A lack of graininess in photos of 
the sky 

• Excellent shadow details without 
"blooming" bright areas 

• A high low-light sensitivity rating, 
such as 3200 or greater ISO equiv- 
alence 
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Use Different Dl Tools For Still Shots & Video 

Camcorders & Cams 

Like any tech products, cameras and camcorders are made to do specific jobs well: Camcorders shoot video; cameras capture still image 
shots. Expecting a camcorder to snap top-quality stills or your camera to shoot satisfactory video is likely to result in disappointment.

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Stabilize Your Camera To Get The Best Shot 

Try Out A Tripod 

Mount your camera or camcorder on a tripod, and your photos and video can have crisper focus and less motion blur. If you'd 
rather not tote around a standard model, consider a more portable miniature tripod or a single-leg monopod. 
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Rely On A Standard 

A standard tripod is a model with 
three aluminum or carbon fiber legs. 
It stands tall enough to let you peer 
through your camera's viewfinder 
at eye level. Look for a tripod with 
legs that are strong, lightweight, and 
simple to extend and retract. Also, 
make sure that the tripod's head is 
easy to adjust, so you can level your 
cam as needed. Some tripod heads 
even come with fluid-filled mecha- 
nisms to make your camcorder pans 
and tilts much smoother. 
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A Mini In Your Cam Bag 

A mini tripod is a short model that's 
less than a foot tall. It's suitable for 
use on a tabletop or desk indoors, 
or a picnic table or park bench for 
outdoor shots. Close a mini tri- 
pod's legs, and it becomes compact 
enough to carry with you just about 
anywhere. Some models have flex- 
ible legs instead of rigid ones, so you 
can wrap them around objects such 
as fence posts, handrails, or even 
tree branches for a steady shot where 
there are no level surfaces. 



Walk With A Monopod 

As its name implies, a monopod is 
basically a tripod with only one leg. 
There are aluminum and carbon fiber 
models. Obviously, with one leg, a 
monopod can't remove all motion 
from your shot, but it will help quite a 
bit. And its portability — some photog- 
raphers use theirs as walking sticks — 
makes you more likely to bring it 
along than a full tripod. Monopods 
are popular for nature photography, 
as many are tall enough to hold your 
camera above ground vegetation. 
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Attach A Flash Or Filter To Highlight Subjects 

Enhance Every Photo 

Flashes and filters are two camera accessories that can either add or block light to achieve a certain photographic result. 
While a flash can help evenly light your setting, a filter can enhance colors and boost contrast. 




Light Up The Darkness 

A flash gives you better control of your lighting conditions 
when you take photos, particularly when you can direct 
the angle of the flash. By adding an external flash to your 
camera, you can cast indirect light onto your subject by re- 
flecting it off a ceiling or a bounce card. Indirect illumina- 
tion casts softer shadows and looks more like natural light. 

A quality external camera flash can adequately light your 
subjects from a distance so that their faces don't look too 
dark. More specifically, a dedicated camera flash can offset 
shadows caused by sunlight above or behind someone's 
face. Your smartphone's built-in camera flash may not be 
powerful enough to illuminate these types of dark areas. 
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Good Light In, Bad Light Out 

UV filters can protect your camera's image sensor and 
improve photo quality by getting rid of the bluish haze 
caused by ultraviolet light. Other filter types offer different 
benefits. For example, a circular polarized filter can reduce 
white glare and enhance your subject's color and contrast. 
It will also eliminate reflections from non-metallic surfaces. 

Some filters add enhancements that can make images ap- 
pear almost magical. For instance, a diffusion filter can 
soften edges or blur the background to change the aes- 
thetics of a still image. And for a truly unique result, an 
8-point star filter can make celestial rays of light emanate 
from reflections and other light sources.
